Drift Management Requirements
The folfowing drift management requirements must be followed to avoid off-target movement from aerial applications to agricultural '
field crops. '

Outermost Nozzle Distance *
The distance of the outermost nozzles on the boom must not exceed 3/4 the length of the wingspan or rotor. •
Nozzle Direction
Nozzles must always point backward parallel with the air stream and never be pointed downwards more than 45 degrees.
Maximum Wind Speed
Do not apply when wind speed is greater than 15 mph.
Droplet Size
The most effective way to reduce drift potential is to apply large droplets. The best drift management strategy is to apply the largest
droplets that provide sufficient coverage and control. Applying larger droplets reduces drift potential but will not prevent drift if applica-
tions are made improperly, or under unfavorable environmental conditions (see Wind, Temperature and Humidity, and Temperature
Inversions).
Controlling Droplet Size
Volume - Use high flow rate nozzles to apply the highest practical spray volume. Nozzles with higher rated flows produce larger droplets.
Pressure - Do not exceed the nozzle manufacturer's recommended pressures. For many nozzle types, lower pressure produces larger
droplets. When higher flow rates are needed, use higher flow rate nozzles instead of increasing pressure.
Numberof Nozzles - Use the minimum number of nozzles that provide uniform coverage.
Nozzle Orientation - Orienting nozzles so that the spray is released parallel to the air stream produces larger droplets than other orienta-
tions and is the recommended practice.

Temperature Inversions
Reaper ClearForm must not be applied during a temperature inversion because the potential for drift is high. Temperature inversions
restrict vertical air mixing, and this causes small, suspended droplets to remain in a concentrated cloud. This cloud can move in unpre-
dictable directions due to the light variable winds that are common during inversions. Temperature inversions are characterized by tem-
peratures that increase with altitude and are common on nights with limited cloud cover and light to no wind. Inversions begin to form
as the sun sets and often continue into the morning. Their presence can be indicated by ground fog; however, if fog is not present, the
movement of smoke from a ground source or an aircraft smoke generator can also identify inversions. Smoke that layers and moves lat-
erally in a concentrated cloud (under low wind conditions) indicates an inversion, while smoke that moves upward and rapidly dissipates,
indicates good vertical air mixing.
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Resistance Management
